We spoke a day or two ago of the mis- 
erable’ cant in which a certain class of 
newspaper drivelers indulge themselves, — 
the ready self-assertion of extra loyal 
Southernism and the eager and venomous 
ascription of treason to persons of a differ- 


ent way of thinking,—and, as this is a de- 


partment of gammon to which the hifalutin | 
press is more than commonly given at the 
present moment, a few additional observa- 

tions will not be out of time or place. 

It may be remarked, to begin with, that 
the question of sectional infidelity 1s raised 
nowhere except in the South. We never 
hear of a man's being a traitor to the 
North or a traitor to the West. 
We have heard a good deal about 
disloyalty to the Government, bat this isa 
remnant of war gabble, ephemeral in 
its character. It has already begun to wear 
itself out against the hard common sense 
of the peried: One would think, however, 
that, as it has been chiefly apphed to the 
South, the Southern people would be 
quickest to detect the hypocrisy-of such 
expedients, and that they would, on this 
account if on no other, be least likely to be 
affected by the like miserable shifts and 
make-believe But, judging by the fre- 
quency with which it is. employed by the 
dispensers of poppycock, we are led to 
surmise that the lesson of the truly loyal 
scalawhgs and carpet-baggers, whose stock 
im trade has consisted for the most part of 
clumsy pretenses of loyalty and insolent 
charges of treason, has not made the im- 
pression which it ought to have made 
upon the Southern mind. The poppycock 
press is full of the cast-off trumpery of the 

and the scalawag, substitut- 
ing the one word ‘‘South” for the familiar 
catch-line ithe best government the world 
ever saw.” During the reconstruction 
process the man who was not an intense 
Radical was ‘disloyal to the Govern- 
ment.” Now the man who is not an ardent 
Bovrbon is ‘disloyal to the South” It 
must be owned that as between the two 
pieces of gammon the ‘carpet-baggers and 
scalawags have the advantage of the Bour- 
bons. There had been a war—there was a 
vast overfiow of partisan passion—and, for 
a season at least, there was a certain power 
in super-loyal thunder. There is none 
whatever in the sectional, sheet-iron con- 
trivance of the Bourbons. It is not even 
dramatic. It contains no property that is 
‘not ridiculous, and when considered seri- 
ously only affronts the intelligence of re- 
flecting people. 

Under the old slave dispensation the 
South embraced a series of homogeneous 
provinces joined together by one common 
and peculiar interest. This interest under- 
laid every other interest. It was a bond of 
union te those within and an element of 
antagonism to those without. Treason to 
it was indeed treason to the South, and, 
very naturally, an accusation of the kind, 
which appealed to the most sensitive and 
suspicious side of the Southern character, 


“was easy to make and hard to auswer. 


Thus the South, held together by this 
strong property interest, stack close to the 
most exacting standard on that point. A 
man might be false to everything else 
rather than be false to this, the funda. 
mental principle of the structure, and, as 
it was an exceptional and exclusive princi- 
ple existing only at the South, it begat a 
not unreasdnable type of loyalty. The 
South, with its great slave system, was a 
nation in itself—an imperial province 
able to enforce its decrees and to protect 
its interests, differing from adjacent coun- 
tries and at practical war with the world 
outside. 

But, slavery blotted out, all these condi- 
tions are altered. The South no longer 
maintains either exceptional power or an 
exceptional system. With the loss of their 
slaves the Southern States lost the one ele- 
ment which made them homogeneous and 
the one resource which made them strong. 
They are now, collectively and separately, 
weak. For them to set up a sectional 
standard is to array against themselves at 
once a power vastly superior to their own, 
and this without any purpose whatever. 
The only advantage there ever was in a 
close corporation was derived from the ne- 
cessity of protecting slavery. As long as 
the South could divide the North and pre- 
serve its unity it was a power, in fact the 
power, in the government of the country. 
But as soon as this constitutional means of 
dividing the North was brought face to 
face with a more potential spirit—the 
spirit of a nationality that was over- 
mastering with the Northern people—it 
tell fiat upon the ground. The war effaced 
it altogether. The war destroyed slavery, 
and with the destruction of slavery it re- 
moved the element of cohesion from the 
Southern States. Ties of association are 
always strong and the memory of old asso- 
ciation must warm the hearts of Southern 
men for many years. But when we come 
to consider practical affairs we at once 
see that that which is exclusively Southern 
is essentially weak, for, though it may 
attach us, it repels those whose co-opera- 
tion is indispensable to all our political en- 
terprises, We must form new alliances, 
based on the altered conditions of our Kfe. 
Those alliances cannot be constructed 
upon by-gone issues and obsolete interests, 
and still less will they respond to sympa- 
thies which are confined to our own 
bosoms.

Scott’s Novels. 

Take it forall in all, the career of Sir 
Wa tter Scorr furnishes the most satis- 
factory lesson which the moralist can find 
in the annals of brilliant achievement, and 
for this reason, if for no other, the world 
does, well So celehrate the hundredth anni- 
vertity of*his bigft. Extraordinary lit- 
erary gifts have been, unhappily, too often 
associated with some striking Weakness 
which has put its ugly marks upon the 
*seutcheon of many of the most eminent 
men of letters. ‘VOLTAIRE and Gorrus, 
and Brron and Berns—to go no further 
back raise up before the mind's eye a 
vision of beauty and glory, but also of de- 
formity. Scorr was a godly no less than 
a famous man—sober enongh, indeed, to 
have been thoroughly mediocre—and the 
contemplation of his story gives strength 
and encouragement to the better part of 
our human nature. There is nothing in 
his record which one would have other- 
wise. He lived long and sumptuously; was 
at once successful and of good behavior, 
and died lamented and _ respected 
by all Christendom. His last 
words to LockHART were, Be 
a. good man, my dear, and the in- 
junction, as we peruse it, is as strong in 
his actions as in his utterance. He had the 
gentleness of Aber joined to the power 
of FreLpine; was steady and industrious at 
his work; pursued poetry and fiction with 
the diligence and regularity with which he 
might have pursued law or commerce, and 
proved himself the most realistic romancist, 
and the most romantic realist, who ever 
lived. In this imaginative mattcr-of-fact- 
ism, GOETHE was his peer to the extent of 
his literary performances. But there was 
a screw loose in GorTux’s moral natare 
which we do not have cause to regret in 
Scorr. In our day we have had a number 
of most successful men of letters who led 
blameless lives. But the success of no one 
of these—not even the success of Dickens 
—can be measured by that of Scor?, who 
was for thirty years without a rival lord 
of the ascendant”—a sort of monarch in 
his state and the consideration in which he 
was held. 

The present generation of readers appre- 
ciate but feebly the impression which the 
Waverley Novela made upon the world. 
They created a new realm, full of splendors, 
out of a barren waste; they laid the founda- 
tions for all that has been created since in 


tions. In spite of the unchivalric 

ency and temper of the times, Scort’s 
novels are annually issued from half a 
hundred publishing houses and caught up 
and read by multitudes of children, old 
and young, and never with greater pleasure 
than by those who go back to them after 
many years to findin them an unceasing 
fountain of comfort, instruction and enter- 
tainment. What a world it is, to be sure, 
and what an odd impulse that carries us 
back to the fantastic lights and 
shadows with a sort of sneaking 
kindness and no manner of grati- 
tude that we ourselve s are blessed in living 
under a more peaceful dispensation of 
providence; that every mansion of our 


freebooters; that our highways are plain 
and open and secure; that our gypsies are 
merely vagabonds, and that witches are 
totally unknown. The magic of the wiz- 
ard's wand holds us captive when we 
cross the confines of Scort’s country and 
mingle with his delightful and terrible peo- 
ple, his hob-gobblins, banditti and knights 
errant, his heroes in mail- armor and dam- 
sels in distress, his kilted ruffians and tar- 
taned foot-pads. What a picture gallery! 
The stately Baron of Bradwardine and the 
tremendous Ba.trour of Burley; the vol- 
uble Daviz GELaTLy, and the excellent 
old Dateuetty; Jeante Deans and Dink 
Hatrerick and Prerir ANDRE; Lacy 
At Hrom and Womsa and Guru, the swine- 
herd, and Repecca the Jewess; Downie 
Sampron and Ron Roy; Fron Melvon 
and Diz VERNON and Aux Rorsart— 
were eyer such women, such 
men in story or song?

posed "Memorial University. It is located 
in the State which by every title merits the 
distinction of having upon its soil the com 
mon monument to be erected by our peo- 
ple to General Lar. While the whole 
South justly claims an undivided heritage 
of glory in his great name and fame, Vir- 
ginia is pre-eminently entitled to the larg- 
est share in the moral inheritance of both. 
He was born upon her soil. His life-long 
residence was within her limits. She has, 
and will have forever, the custody of his 
honored remains. 

„The historic antecedents of Washing- 
ton and Lee University constitute a fur- 
ther recommendation of it as the founda- 
tion for such an institution. The facts in 
the early and later history of the institu- 
tion show that it has come down from the 
generations which are past, permeated by 
the spirit and imbued with the memories 
of a grand and heroic age, and that the 
hdnorable scars of the recent great struggle 
are upon it. This proud record fits if, ina 
peculiar manner, to be at once the sepul- 
chre and the monument of Ropert E. LEE. 
The baptism of the prayers and the bene- 
factions of the men of the revolutionary 
and anti-revolutionary era enrobes it with 
a dignity and a moral grandeur in harmony 
with his character and life. The imposi- 
tion of the hands of WasHINGTON in bless- 
ing and help. upon it in the days of its 
e ly trials and struggles only makes it the 
more worthy, by a prophetic dedication at 
the hands of kindred greatness and good- 
ness, to perpetuate the memory of one who 
was the peer of WasHINeTON as patriot, 
hero, and man. 

But a more potent and persuasive argu- 
ment for the conversion of this institution 
into a Memorial University is to be found 
in the fact that it was presided over by 
General Lex during the last five years of 
his life. He gave to it the arduous labors 
of the day and the anxious thoughts of the 
night; baptized it with his prayers; dower- 
ed it with his love; bent over it as a strong 
man bends over a child for protection and 
help; developed, in the administration of 
its affairs, the highest and best qualities of 
the great college President, showing that 
he possessed aptitudes and abilities for the 
pursuits of peace equalto those he had 
displayed in the conduct of war; exhibited 
new and even 
of his great character; and died in the 
midst of wise and far-reaching but unful- 
‘filled plans for the increase of its prosper- 
ity and usefulness in the future. To en- 
large its foundations, to increase its endow- 
ments, and to multiply and cheapen its 
educutional facilities, thus carrying out his 
benignant plans for its fature, should be, 
it would seem, a labor of love with all the 
true-hearted sons and daughters of the 


sort of paternal guardianship over the or- 
phanage of the literary BENJAMIN of the 
old age of the great patriarch of their Lost 
Cauge, and at once honor the memory of 
the dead and benefit the living by the mer- 
ited benefaction. 

The fact that this university is so popu- 
lous with these golden memories, not only 
renders its continued. existence and pros- 
perity a matter of great interest and im- 
portance to the people of the South, but fits 
it, in a special manner, for conversion into a 
Memorial University. One of the leading 
objects of such an institution, apart from 
its monumental purpoce, would be to 
bring the young men of the South, as 
effectively as possible, under the elevating 
influence of the life and character of Gen. 
Lee during the impressible periods of 
their academic life. And where else could 
‘hat be done with so much certainty and 
success as in this university, which alone, 
of all our institutions of learning, was 
blessed and honored by his official connec- 
tion with its affairs, and by his personal 
residence upon its grounds; and which, 
therefore, alone has memories associated 
with him to claim, as its dowry of glory 
in the present and to transmit as an educa- 
tional blessing to the future.” 

Our space will not permit us to quote 
this eloquent address in full. The idea of 
the speaker, in which we think the best 
men of our entire country will sympathize, 
is that, by formal State appropriations, 
and by individual contributions, a sum of 
from one to five millions of dollars, enough 
at any rate to elevaté the university to a 
position that should be the foremost in the 
South, be raised and intrusted to trustecs 
for the purpose of making a worthy mon- 
ument to the memory of the illustrious 
Confederate chieftain. We are sure that 
Kentucky will not be backward in testifying 
her respect to the man whom all delighted 
to honor.
